1815, A report by the Bureau of La
bor, just lssued, nnalyzing relail prives
of articles of food, shows Lhat
relative retall prices durlog 1918 pver-
sged one per cent lower than In 1814,
Meats, lard and eggs averaged from 1
to § cpcent. lower, while potaioss
ware 22 per cent ln\u-r Wheut, flour,
cornmenl and gronulated sugar wers
higher than In 1914, flour boing 20
por eent. and sugar 11 per cent. higher,

FULL CREW CASES

Railroads Get Decisions In Four Tests
Of 1911 Act Before Service
Commission,

Harrisburg—

Bix of the ten complnints brought by
roprosentatives of the Brotherhood of
Raflrond Tralnmen agalnst the big rall-
roads of the State alleging violation of
the “full crew” Act of 1811, wers de-
cided by the Pannsylvania Public
Service Commission in favor of the
mon and extra men ordered placed on
trains. In four cases It was hold that
the compiaints were not well founded.
The six declslons wpholding the traln-
men were glven by Chalrman W. . 1L
Alnoy, who went Into them exhaunstive-
ly. In one case, which wis watched
with intorest all over the country, he
held Lhat sleoping cars musl be eon:
sidared as comnches In the meuning of
the Act, and that the Pennsylvania
Rallrond must place a buggageman in
charge of the bnggage car. In four
othor caser It wad held by the chalr
man that dining enr condustors could
uot be considered trainman or brake
mon and that it would be just as logic
al to muake walters trainmen. The
cases In which the millroads got de-
clslons Involved congiruetion of trains,
definition of exprossmen and baggage.
men and yard work. The latier cuse
came from wedtern Pennsylvania, and
wias one in which the railroad men
took muech Interest. It was contended
that trains contalning over fifty and
slxty cars were run through yards
without the number of men required,
Commissioner M. J, Kyan, however, in
a long analysis of the work performed,
hold that the trulns must be con-
gldered as yard switching, and that as
the men were pald on a different bnsis
and worked on n different system the
Act could not be held ta apply.
